RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Mayor and City Council approve the attached resolution.
authorizing the City Manager and City Attorney to submit an application, and negotiate
and execute an agreement between the city of North Miami and the United States
Department of Justice.

BACKGROUND

The former Byrne Grant and Local Law Enforcement Block Grant (LLEBG) have been
combined to provide one single source of funding for technical assistance, training,
personnel, equipment, supplies, contractual support and information systems for
criminal justice. The city of North Miami has received an allocation in the amount of
$42,270 with no required match. Awards are made in the first fiscal year of the
appropriation and may be expended during the following three years for a total of four
years.

The Department of Justice requires documentation showing that a complete application
has been provided to the City’s governing body, citizens and neighborhood community
organizations for review and comments at a public meeting.
